VATICAN CITY, Feb. l l —As thou­ 
sands of 
m ourners

Prince Humbert of Italy, tiled past 
the body of Pope Pius XI. in the Sis- 
tine Chapel today, machinery for se­ 
lf etion of a new Pontiff was set into 
operation. 
Thirty cardinals of the 62 who now 
form a sacred congregation, met for 
the first time since Pope Pius died j 
yesterday, and decreed that th*' con­ 
clave which will elect the Pontiff’s I 
successor will begin as soon as all 
cardinals have arrived in Home from 
abroad. 
Tile congregation also named a com­ 
mission of three of its members to 
arrange details of the conclave to 
which 
the 
262nd 
occupant of 
the 
throne of St. Peter will be chosen. 
The congregation of cardinals then 
turtled under the chairmanship of Eu­ 
genio Cardinal 
Pact Hi, back to the 
task of laying to rest their late be­ 
loved Holy Father. 
At 4 p. in, in a steady formal proces­ 
sion, the body of Pius will be removed 
from 
the 
famous 
frescoed 
Sistinc 
Chapel to the vast space of St. Peter’s 
Church, and will lay in state there 
and receive the homage of the masses. 
The cardinals decided that nine days 
of funeral services would be initiated 
at 9 a. rn. Sunday, but the burial date 
has not yet been finally determined 
upon.

Pius lay in the Sistine Chapel today 
were led by the representative of the 
crown of Italy, Humbert, heir to the 
throne. 
The Crown Prince, whose visit on 
the anniversary of the signing of the 
Lateral! Pact, February ll, 1929, sym­ 
bolized the ^ ap p ro ach m en t between 
the Holy See and Italy, one of Pope 
Pius’s greatest accomplishments, knelt 
for five minutes in prayer. 
Thousands of others both yesterday 
and today shuffled s l o w l y past the bier, 
ami still many more thousands prayed 
for the Pope in St. Peter's Square. 
Today the Pope is to be removed t< 
St. Peter’s Basilica itself, where tin 
body will remain until the funeral, set 
for next Wednesday. 
With 30 Cardinals present, the sa 
cred congregation of Cardinals met 
this morning for the first time since 
the death of the Pope early yesterday. 
Today’s meeting was to decide th* 
date for the conclave at which the new 
Pope will be elected, probably Febru­ 
ary 25 or 28. Fifteen days must elapse 
after the death of the Pope before the 
conclave may be held—a regulation set 
up by Pius himself because when In 
was fleeted the American Cardinals 
arrived too late. 
This time it seemed certain that Car­ 
dinals Dougherty of Philadelphia and 
Mundelein of Chicago would be in 
Rome well in advance of the election 
gathering.
